of the Capitol. 7 


Today it is the world’s 
largest storehouse of , in- 
formation. It occupies the 
two largest buildings on 


earth devoted exclusively to - 


library purposes. The build: 
ings ard jammed with the 
great collection. 


Librarian Luther H. Evans 
said in his annual report that 
while the services of the library 
aro avalinble to scholar and 
casual render, the “Library of 
Congress belongs to Congress.” 
It $s Congress’ source of Infor- 
mation and counsel In all fields 
—economic, social and legal. Tt 
can and docs answer almost any 
question puzz Ing to Congress 
men. 


STATISTICS COMPILED 


_Evans, In honour of the an-, 
niversary, complied some infor- 
mation about the lbrary. : 

A speelal legisiative reference 
service was established In 1913 
to answer inquiries from Con- 
gressinen, Last year, the service 
received and answered nan all- 
time high of 22,052 Congres~ 
sional queries, More than 3,000 
requests were received In March 
atone, This one-month total 
was $0 percent higher than the 
annual total of questions a 
quarter of a century ns!0. 


The questions, answered by 
na {eam of rpecialisis, covered a 
wide ficid. They ranged from 
the tribal rights of the Cheyenne 
Arapaho Indians on the Fort 
Reno military reservation to in- 
ternational control of the navi- 
ration of the Danube River. 

The Mbrary’s rescarchers have 
necess to an estimated totnl of 
27,560,973 pieces, exclusive of 
2,274,497 unbound newspapers 
and — parts of periodicals ond 
serials awaiting binding.

By virtue of copyright laws, 
exchange agreements, and direct 
nequisitions, the vast collection 
is constantly expanding.
